PUBLIC toilets in Wordsley will be sold off by Dudley 
Council, sparking a fresh debate over the inconvenient 
truth that there are few places left to spend a penny. 

The loos in Lawnswood Road have been closed since 2011 and Dudley 
Council now wants them officially declared surplus to requirements. 

But the move has been put on hold after ward councillor Paul Brothwood called on 
villagers to let him know whether they would favour a sale and if so, what they would like 
to see in the building’s place. 

The move comes four years after the council sparked controversy by shutting public 
toilets across the borough to save £150,000. This led to community campaigns including 
one which got the conveniences in Netherton reopened. 


Probe into 
tragedy at 
beauty spot 

AN investigation is being launched 
by Dudley Council after a man died 
after wading into a pool at a nature 
reserve to retrieve a ball. 

The tragedy happened when the 
25-year-old failed to resurface at 
Middle Pool at Fens Pool Nature Re¬ 
serve, Pensnett, on Sunday. 

Dominic Rowley, 31, from Brier- 
ley Hill, saw the drama unfold. He 
said: “We were sitting on the bank 
and saw a man and woman with 
one or two kids. A football went in 
the water and he started walking in 
after it. The ball was only five or six 
feet out but the ball went further and 
further out and within 10 seconds he 
went under. He never resurfaced. 

“I phoned the ambulance. Police 
turned up and then paramedics. 
They waded in with long poles and 
life jackets but he was under the 
water for at least 45 minutes before 
they got him back out.” 

Resuscitation attempts were made 
on the man before he was taken to 
hospital in a critical condition. His 
name had not been revealed at the 
time The Chronicle went to press. 

Dudley Council’s deputy leader 
Judy Foster confirmed an investiga¬ 
tion would be taking place. 


Arrest after 
car careers 
into workmen 


TWO workmen were hit by a car 
after it careered into them as they 
worked on an electrical communica¬ 
tions box in Coseley. 

One of the workmen, in his late 
20s, suffered serious head injuries 
and was airlifted to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham in a critical 
condition. 

The other, believed to be in his 
early 20s, suffered serious facial and 
arm injuries and was taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

A 16-year-old boy was arrested on 
suspicion of dangerous driving after 
the crash in John Holden Avenue on 
Monday. Police say two people were 
in the car at the time and they both 
fled the scene. 

The crash happened near the 
junction with Robert Wynd in Wood- 
cross. 

People rushed to help the injured 
workmen after the grey Citroen Pi¬ 
casso hit them. 

Police put a cordon around the 
area as they carried out their inves¬ 
tigations. Debris from the damaged 
communications box was left strewn 
across the road. 

Anyone with information should 
call 101. 


UKIP’s Councillor Brothwood said: “I 
would like to hear people’s views on this. 
I was elected to represent people in this 
ward, not my own views, and the toilets 
belong to them. 

“When I first found out about the pro¬ 
posal I thought it seemed a good idea for 
someone to come in and buy something not 
in use. But I have been thinking again since 
and once they have gone - although they 
are not currently in use - they will not be 
built again. 

“There will be different administrations 
at the council and should we become the 
lead group we would actively campaign to 
see public toilets reopened.” 

The decision to sell the site follows a re¬ 
view of the council’s unused public conveni¬ 
ences by officers. 

But Councillor Brothwood says the au¬ 
thority has a duty to provide local services 
and he believes having public toilets could 
help bring trade and business into the area. 

He added: “It’s a real shame we have 
seen public conveniences close throughout 
the borough and left in a derelict state. 


Necessary 


“The only way we will get people back 
into places like Wordsley and Kingswinford 
and Brierley Hill is by offering the neces¬ 
sary facilities.” 

Dudley councillor Hilary Bills, who is 
in charge of environmental services, said: 
“The block has been identified as surplus 
to requirements following a review into un¬ 
der-used public toilets across the borough.” 

“Ward members are currently being con¬ 
sulted on the future of the former toilets in 
Lawnswood Road, Wordsley, and we very 
much welcome their feedback in the appro¬ 
priate way. We are happy to be flexible with 
the deadline, within reason, to make sure 
they have their say.”

Teacher is retiring 


A TEACHER who spent a total of 
40 years at two primary schools 
within a mile of each other is set to 
retire. 

Carol Green worked at Brook 
Primary in Wordsley for 15 years 
before moving down the road to Bel¬ 
levue Primary, where she has been 
employed for 25 years. 

After four decades in the educa¬ 
tion system popular Mrs Green re¬ 
tired at the end of term last Friday. 

Mrs Green, aged 62, said: “When 
I started out they were the days of 
blackboards. 

“I can remember the first com¬ 
puter with floppy disks the size of 
exercise books. It was very different 
back then. 

“But some of the main changes 


have been the politicians, who 
keep interfering. I think politicians 
should be kept out of education 
and let the people who really know 
what’s going on take it forward.” 

At Bellevue, in Lawnswood Road, 
her 25-year stint meant she had 
taught two generations of the same 
family. Mrs Green spent time work¬ 
ing as an information and commu¬ 
nications technology co-ordinator 
and enjoyed the diversity in teach¬ 
ing in a primary school. 

“The variety is absolutely bril¬ 
liant and that suited me perfectly,” 
she said. 

One of her highlights was the 
installation of a sculpture trail at 
Belle Vue which she described as a 
brilliant community occasion. 


SCHOOLS 

Pupils’ meal cost 
goes up 10p a day 

FAMILIES will have to fork out extra for 
school meals in Dudley from September. 

The price charged for a meal in all pri¬ 
mary and special schools across the bor¬ 
ough will increase by lOp - from £2 to 
£2.10 a day. This equates to £10.50 per 
week. 

Prices for individually priced food in 
primary and secondary schools will rise 
by five per cent from the start of the new 
school year. The increase will bring in an 
extra £150,000 per annum for the council, 
which bosses say will cover food, energy 
and staff costs. 

PARKING 

Work takes place 
to improve carpark 

LONG-AWAITED work to improve a 
multi-storey car park in Stourbridge is 
being carried out this week. 

Resurfacing work on the ramps 
at the Ryemarket car park began on 
Sunday and will continue on evenings 
throughout this week. Dudley Council 
said work to weatherproof the ramps 
will be carried out on a Sunday when 
conditions are dry. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James had 
urged the council to make improve¬ 
ments to the town centre car park.

Chief is criticised 
over parent fine call 

OFSTED’S chief inspector has been told to 
‘come out of the 19th century’ after calling 
for parents to face heftier fines for taking 
children out of school in term time. 

As the summer holiday began, Sir Mi¬ 
chael Wilshaw called for tougher penalties. 
But Councillor David Sparks, chairman of 
the Local Government Association and 
former leader of Dudley Council, said the 
power should be handed to head teachers 
for ‘common sense’ to prevail. 

Councillor Sparks said: “Wilshaw should 
come out of the 19th century, when every¬ 
body was governed by the hours of the 
mill, the mine and the foundry.” 
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Motorway business hub plan ditched

PLANS for an enterprise zone beside 
a stretch of the M5 in Halesowen have 
been dropped in what is being hailed as 
a victory for ‘people power’. 

Dudley Council was exploring the pos¬ 
sibility of transforming land near junc¬ 
tion 3 of the motorway, near Halesowen, 
into a hub for businesses. 

But the proposals faced a fierce back¬ 
lash from campaigners who feared part 
of the green belt would be swallowed up. 

At a meeting of Dudley Council on 
Monday it was agreed to scrap the plans 
which had sought to create around 6,000 
jobs. 


Council leader Pete Lowe, said: 
“Given the clear level of concern over 
the junction 3 proposals I have decided 
to recommend to the council that the 
proposed feasibility exercise be removed 
fully. I will advise instead we continue 
work to deliver enterprise zones in 
Brierley Hill and elsewhere as promised 
by the Chancellor in the run up the elec¬ 
tion, to build on the work this council 
has done at the Business Investment 
Zone at The Waterfront. 

“This is a clear indication that this 
council will listen to the wishes of the 
communities we represent.” 


An online petition called Save Hale¬ 
sowen’s Countryside had been signed by 
3,532 people and a further petition set 
up by Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris, had gathered 937 signa¬ 
tures. 

Conservative MP Mr Morris hailed 
the council’s U-turn a victory for ‘peo¬ 
ple power’. He said: “I am relieved and 
happy to hear that Dudley Council have 
finally caved in on their plans to look 
at an industrial park on Halesowen’s 
greenbelt. 

“From the very beginning these plans 
were ill-thought out and plain daft.” 


£l7m being spent on 
empty council homes 

MORE than £17 million is being 
spent maintaining hundreds of 
empty council homes in Dudley 
borough. 

Dudley Council used the money to 
ensure the properties are safe and se¬ 
cure. There are currently 633 empty 
council houses in the borough. 

Meanwhile, 2,370 people remain on the 
authority’s waiting list. 

Council officials said they have an in¬ 
creasing backlog of properties which it has 
found difficult to let. They also say there 
have been problems letting high rise flats 
and three bedroom maisonettes. 

Housing boss Councillor Gaye Partridge 
said: “Void properties are a major issue for 
any landlord and we certainly do all we can 
to ensure that empty properties are filled 
as quickly as possible. 

“However, as the biggest provider of 
homes in the borough there is a balance to 
strike between getting void properties back 
into use and maintaining and improving 
tenanted homes. The work we do on coun¬ 
cil properties is part of our wider commit¬ 
ment as a local authority to provide good 
quality homes across the borough.” 

Necessary maintenance includes electric¬ 
ity tests, rewiring, plastering and clearing 
gardens. 

Decline 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of the 
council’s Conservative opposition, said the 
root cause of the £17.2m bill had been long¬ 
term tenants who have allowed the condi¬ 
tion of their homes to decline. 

He said: “What we would like to see is 
the council introduce a five year tenancy 
agreement. That doesn’t mean at the end 
of the agreement an old lady is kicked out 
of her home but, after five years, if some¬ 
one has point blank refused access for the 
council to come in and keep the property 
up-to-date then we can review their ten¬ 
ancy. It would also make it far easier to 
deal with anti-social behaviour.” 

In June last year the council announced 
a £15m project to refurbish council homes. 

It includes work on empty homes to ena¬ 
ble them to be re-let. Since it began the 
number of people on the waiting list has 
fallen from 4,191 to 2,370 but the number 
of empty homes has risen from around 570 
to 633 over the same period.

Care homes 
facing extra 
costs due to 
wage rises 

CARE home owners in the West Mid¬ 
lands will struggle to cope with the in¬ 
troduction of a higher minimum wage, 
they claim. 

Debbie Le Quesne, chief executive 
of West Midlands Care Association 
(WMCA), which represents private sec¬ 
tor care providers, warned the industry 
was at ‘breaking point’. 

She said although employers wel¬ 
comed better pay rates, it will add £23 
per week to the care cost of every Mid¬ 
lands person in residential care. 

She said that Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne’s Budget had done no favours to 
the care industry in the Midlands. 

“Most domiciliary providers are on 
set local authority contracts which have 
seen next to nothing in increases over 
the past five years,” she explained. 

Savings 

“They are still trying to work out how 
to find funds to pay travel time and now 
a second increase in outgoings looms. 

“Calculations do not include external 
price rises we expect to see from our sup¬ 
pliers, who will also need to pass on their 
increased production costs,” she added. 

“There simply isn’t anywhere for 
extra savings to be made. Years of aus¬ 
terity have taken their toll and the crea¬ 
tive thinking is through.” 

“The Local Government Association, 
which represents more than 400 author¬ 
ities in England and Wales, said the cost 
of implementing the policy should be 
taken into account when council funding 
levels are set in future.”

Hundreds 
of children 
waiting to 
be adopted 

MORE than 300 children across the 
West Midlands are waiting to be 
adopted, according to new figures - 40 
are waiting in Dudley alone. 

There are 80 children in Wol¬ 
verhampton, 20 in Sandwell, 40 in 
Dudley, 40 in Walsall, plus 95 in Staf¬ 
fordshire and 40 in Worcestershire. 

There are potential new families 
available but many people are waiting 
for more than six months to get ap¬ 
proved as adopters after they apply. 

The Government has launched a 
website featuring maps of areas with 
the biggest demand for adoptive par¬ 
ents. Chiefs say there are often more 
potential adopters available than 
there are children waiting but council 
boundaries can hold up the process. 

In Dudley, 10 families were ap¬ 
proved for adoption from April to 
December 2014, but none of these 
were given the green light within six 
months. Of the 15 approved in Walsall 
in the same period, 10 were within six 
months, compared to five of the 20 in 
Sandwell. Thirty out of the 60 fami¬ 
lies in Staffordshire were approved in 
six months. 

It comes after Wolverhampton re¬ 
vealed an average of 673 days between 
a child entering care and moving in 
with a family. The target is 548. 

Figures show 690 children are wait¬ 
ing across the whole of the West Mid¬ 
lands, many having spent months in 
care. In 2014-15, 460 children in the 
West Midlands were found a perma¬ 
nent home.

A MENTAL health ward in the Black 
Country has been rated as excellent 
by authorities. 

Dudley and Walsall Mental Health 
Partnership NHS Trust got the level 
1 rating from AIMS (Accreditation for 
Acute Inpatient Mental Health Ser¬ 
vices) for the Clent Ward, at Bushey 
Fields Hospital in Dudley. 

The assessors found the ward envi¬ 
ronment, facilities and staff attitude 
were all of the highest standard. They 
also praised the team’s communica¬ 
tion, creative thinking and emphasis 
on continued training. 

AIMS is a partnership between the 
Royal College of Psychiatrists, the 
British Psychological Society, the Col¬ 
lege of Occupational Therapists and 
the Royal College of Nursing.

Arboretum memorial for Gulf War troops

A PERMANENT memorial for troops 
who died in the Gulf War will be un¬ 
veiled at the National Memorial Ar¬ 
boretum in Alrewas in February. 

It will be built in memory of 47 
men who died in the conflict, includ¬ 
ing Shaun Taylor, of Stourbridge, and 
Kieran Duffy, from Kidderminster. 

Volunteers have generated more 
than £70,000 but the fundraising is 
continuing, with organiser Michael 
Rowley riding a motorcycle from the 
arboretum to the home towns and cit¬ 
ies of all 47 men killed in the conflict 
to boost the fund, from August 16. 


An event to unveil the memorial 
is planned for February 28, 2016, to 
coincide with the 25th anniversary of 
the end of the conflict. 

Mr Rowley said it had been a 
‘long road’ to raise the cash to give 
the fallen a tribute they deserve but 
groundwork would begin later this 
year at the site. He added: “This me¬ 
morial to the 47 lost is 20 years over¬ 
due.” 

Other fundraising events are being 
staged to boost coffers and pay for 
the upkeep of the memorial at the 
arboretum near the A38 in Alrewas, 


Staffordshire. A night of music will be 
held at the Parkes Hall Social Club in 
Parkes Hall Road, Dudley, on August 
8 from 7pm. Volunteers will take part 
in a charity tandem parachute jump 
on August 12 in Banbury, Oxford¬ 
shire. Among donations was £25,000 
from the Ambassador of Kuwait. 

The conflict saw coalition forces 
from 34 nations, led by the United 
States, fight Iraq after that country’s 
invasion of Kuwait. 

The memorial will be made up of 
three metal structures and will incor¬ 
porate the names of those who died. 


Conman duped way into 
plumbing lecturer post 


A CONMAN from Stourbridge man¬ 
aged to get a job teaching plumbing 
students in the Black Country. 

He duped bosses with false qualifica¬ 
tions and went undetected for almost six 
months and many of his students had to 
be reassesed when his lies were revealed. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how 
Andrew Woodfield succeeded in getting the 
lecturing job at Walsall Training Centre by 
presenting qualifications that weren’t his and 
were under a different name. 

When asked about this, Woodfield claimed he 
had changed his name as he was adopted but 
had since reverted back to his original name. 

The qualifications actually belonged to a 
man called Nicholas Davies, from Wrexham, 
North Wales. The pair had briefly come into 
contact in Birmingham. Mr Davies had no idea 
Woodfield was using his qualifications. 

Students taking their NVQs under Wood- 
field’s ‘guidance’ who achieved qualifications 
had to be reassessed. 

The 45-year-old, of Queensway, Stourbridge, 
was paid £13,000 during his time at the centre. 

Alarm bells began ringing for his boss Steve 
Edis, who had given him the job at the centre 
on Birchills House Industrial Estate, when it 
was noticed that the date of birth was also dif¬ 
ferent to that on the qualifications documents. 

Angry 

Woodfield’s admitted that he did not have 
the relevant qualifications for the role. He was 
handed a 12-month prison sentence on last 
week, suspended for two years, after pleading 
guilty to fraud by false representation. He must 
complete 100 hours of unpaid work. 

“All the students that were signed off had 
to be reassessed,” Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, said. “Nicholas Davies was contacted 
and was very angry when he was told somebody 
was passing off his qualifications as their own. 
It angered him that someone would lie their 
way through on his reputation.” 

The court heard that Woodfield has previ¬ 
ously used false documents to obtain goods. 

Judge Helen Hughes said: “You have in¬ 
dulged in serious deception. Students thought 
they had gained qualifications and must have 
been shocked and disappointed when they had 
to be reassessed.” 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, defending, said 
no problems were ever raised about Woodfield’s 
conduct while working at the centre.

Anger as vandals 
tear down tree 

A TREE has been attacked by yobs in 
Lye town centre. 

The tree in High Street was torn 
down on a front lawn outside some 
flats. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We received a report of a van¬ 
dalised semi-mature silver birch tree 
in High Street, Lye and sent officers 
out to inspect the damage.

BROTHERS, let us build the New Jeru¬ 
salem on brownfield sites. Let us stream¬ 
line the planning laws to allow all the 
houses we need to be constructed on the 
disused land of old factories, railway yards 
or quarries. The Government has spelt out 
its vision What could possibly go wrong? 

I’LL tell you what could go wrong. I 
was once shown an old Coal Board map 
of the known pit shafts, some more than 
200 years old, in the Black Country. There 
were hundreds. In theory, the shafts were 
all sealed. In reality, some were covered 
with a few wooden planks and a load of 
soil. The moment you start digging into 
brownfield sites, you may hit all sorts of 
nasties. Pit shafts are merely one worry. 
It is not unknown for 21st century devel¬ 
opers to discover 19th century cyanide 
lagoons. Occasionally, a vehicle plummets 
into an unknown chamber covered by turf. 
If Whitehall tears up the planning laws to¬ 
morrow, do not expect developers to rush 
for brownfield sites. They much prefer the 
predictable security of a nice green field. 


IN a mean-spirited article for the Guardi¬ 
an, Jonathan Jones slagged off the official 
photographs of Princes Charlotte’s chris¬ 
tening, ridiculing “their faces lit up by hys¬ 
terical joy, their hair wispy in the sun, their 
teeth shining like diamond walls of privi¬ 
lege, and their eyes betraying no signs of 
thought whatsoever.”

Landlord fined over hazards at house 


A LANDLORD who failed to make 
safety improvements to a property 
he rented out to a family has been 
fined. 

Electrical hazards, an unsafe out¬ 
building, a dilapidated external stair¬ 
case, as well as damp and mould were 
found at the house in Dudley owned 
by Balraj Singh Timana, from Clare- 
gate in Wolverhampton. 

He had been issued with an im¬ 


provement notice on June 12, 2014, 
and given 12 weeks to comply. 

But he did not carry any of the 
work needed at the three-bedroom 
house in Dudley. 

Notice 

Timana pleaded guilty to failing to 
comply with an improvement notice 
and was fined £4,750 at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates on July 9. 


He was also ordered to pay council 
costs of £1,492.50, along with a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £120. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, Dudley 
Council’s cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, said:“This was a particularly 
worrying case as there were children 
living in the premises and the land¬ 
lord had done nothing at all to com¬ 
ply with the notice. 

“The staff in private sector hous¬ 


ing work extremely hard to ensure 
the health and welfare of borough 
tenants, which is shown in their vig¬ 
ilance in getting another case to a 
successful outcome. 

“It is the second case in as many 
months and highlights our commit¬ 
ment to making sure that landlords 
who fail to keep their properties 
up to a safe standard will be prose¬ 
cuted.” 


Health alliance aims 
to benefit patients

FEWER patients will need 
to go outside the Black 
Country for treatment fol¬ 
lowing a link-up of health 
trusts, bosses have said. 

Staff could be shared across 
hospitals to cut the costs of tem¬ 
porary workers, make it easier 
to recruit and share best prac¬ 
tices to the benefit of patients. 

Bosses at the health trusts in 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall, 
which form the new Black Country 
Alliance, insist patients will not be 
forced to travel further for specialist 
treatment. Instead they want to de¬ 
velop their own specialist services, 
meaning many people will not have 
to go to Birmingham for cancer care 
and neurology. 

The partnership between The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, and Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS Trust was 
announced last week. Between them 
they cater for more than a m illi on 
people and have over 10,000 staff. 

Paula Clark, Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: “We are 
going to learn from each organisa¬ 
tion, what are the very best stand¬ 
ards and how to do raise those 
standards. 

“This is a really exciting time for 
all three trusts as we aim to be able 
to keep and return specialist ser¬ 
vices to the Black Country for our 
patients, who may otherwise have to 
go to a larger Trust further afield to 
receive treatment. 

Opportunities 

“It offers opportunities to our 
staff through collaborative working, 
we will encourage innovative ways 
to provide the best possible care, de¬ 
veloping centres of excellence in the 
Black Country.” 

Walsall chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “The core of this is to do 
as much as we can locally. We are 
more likely to move staff around 
than patients around.” 

Bosses say they are being encour¬ 
aged by NHS England to look at new 
models of care. 


Badger bother as setts wreck gardens

BADGERS have caused hav¬ 
oc for a row of neighbours 
by creating huge holes like 
this in their gardens. 

The hole at the top of 
Rosemary Tomkinson’s gar¬ 
den in Seager’s Lane, Brier- 
ley Hill, measures around 
three metres across. 

And it is not just one 
garden but six in the street 
which have been badly af¬ 
fected by the burrowing 
badgers. 

The road is three miles 
away from Short Street, 
Stourbridge, where resi¬ 
dents have faced similar 
problems. 

Mrs Tomkinson, aged 79, 
a former Dudley mayor, said 
her garden is a ‘no-go’ area 
now. 

“I had plans for moving 
the old swing and doing 
things at that end of the 
garden but I cannot do that 
now,” she said. 

“One of the worst things 
was when they dug up all 
my tulip bulbs which my 
daughter had kindly planted 
for me. She had also done a 
display for me in the gazebo 
but the badgers came in and 
knocked it all over.” 

Mrs Tomkinson said she 
first noticed the holes in her 
neighbour’s garden around 
two years ago. 

At first she thought about 
filling the hole in her gar¬ 
den with dirt or rocks but 
was told doing so would be 
illegal. She then contacted 
Natural England but said 
she could not afford their 
proposed solutions which 
included chain-link and 
electrical fencing. 

Although some parts of 
the country have had a cull 
of badgers to protect cows 
from bovine tuberculosis, 
badgers are a protected spe¬ 
cies. 


Molineux 
return for 
Liquidator 
is ruled out 

WOLVES have confirmed that they 
have no plans to play The Liquidator 
this season after an online petition to 
lift the club ban on the tune. 

Fan Jason Haycock has set up the 
petition on change.org calling on West 
Midlands Police to lift the ban on 
playing the track — and it has been 
signed by more than 1,700 people. 

However, the club has confirmed it 
was a decision taken by them, not the 
police, and they will not change the 
policy. The club stopped playing the 
pre-match reggae instrumental after 
it was hijacked by some supporters 
shouting obscenities. 

The petition states: “Many English 
clubs still continue to play this song 
as a way of rousing the crowd at their 
stadiums. For reasons known only to 
West Midlands Police it was banned 
at Molineux but not The Hawthorns, 
amongst many other grounds. It’s 
synonymous with Wolves and we 
should work together to get the ban 
lifted and get part of our club back!” 

Family 

Club spokesman Matt Grayson, 
said: “We know some fans would like 
The Liquidator to return and we’re 
always addressing questions on the 
topic. 

“We’re a family club and the fact is 
that when we play The Liquidator it 
unfortunately results in bad language. 
There’s no change to the club’s posi¬ 
tion and we have no plans to play The 
Liquidator this season. It’s the club’s 
decision and it isn’t a police matter.” 

Disabled spaces 
get a guarantee 

PARKING bays for blue badge hold¬ 
ers will be set aside when 91 council 
workers move offices. Fears of park¬ 
ing chaos had been expressed over the 
move by more staff to the Mere Cen¬ 
tre in Lawnswood Road, Wordsley. 

Councillor Derrick Hemingsley 
called for five bays to be allocated for 
disabled users of neighbouring Rich¬ 
ardson Hall — a measure which has 
now been approved by council bosses. 

Dudley Council deputy leader Judy 
Foster said: “This move has to balance 
the needs of staff with people in the 
area. As a community council we have 
worked very hard with ward council¬ 
lors and the community to make sure 
their views are taken on board.” 

The move came after complaints of 
staff taking too many parking spaces 
at Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens Park.

Cousins in 
court after 
‘pathetic’ 
pub clash 

THREE men behaved ‘like children’ 
during a row at a pub in the Black 
Country, according to a judge. 

Cousins Thomas, Patrick and An¬ 
thony Doherty clashed with other 
customers at the Shireland Inn at 
Smethwick over a comment made 
about the wife of one of the men, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

Pool cues were grabbed and men 
started pushing and shoving as tem¬ 
pers frayed, Then a snooker ball was 
thrown and one man tore off his shirt 
as rival factions goaded each other, 
said Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting. 

A bar stool was hurled across the 
pub as police officers arrived. The 
men involved in the altercation with 
the Dohertys slipped out by a back 
door, while the trio were arrested. 

Suspended 

Anthony Doherty, 31, and 25-year- 
old Patrick, both of High Street, 
Brierley Hill, each admitted affray. 
The elder, who has a job in Germany, 
was given an eight-month jail sen¬ 
tence suspended for 18 months and 
ordered to pay £800 costs. Patrick 
Doherty received a 12-month prison 
term suspended for the same period, 
with £150 court costs. 

Thomas Doherty, 27, of Wyn-Grif- 
fith Drive, Tipton, pleaded guilty to a 
public order offence and was given a 
year community order under supervi¬ 
sion with £150 costs. 

Recorder Jason MacAdam said: 
“This was pathetic, childlike behav¬ 
iour by all concerned. Men of your age 
should know better.” 


Owners of two 
food outlets fined 

THE owners of two food outlets in 
Stourbridge have been ordered to pay 
thousands of pounds after environ¬ 
ment officers found hygiene failings. 

Hayes Cafe, in Stour Vale Road, 
Lye, and Herbs & Spices Takeaway, 
Hagley Road, Stourbridge, were both 
found to be dirty and equipment was 
defective or poorly maintained. 

Owners of both appeared at Dudley 
Magistrates Court and pleaded guilty 
to seven offences each under food hy¬ 
giene regulations. 

Muhammed Ahmad, owner of Herbs 
and Spices takeaway, was fined £4,669 
and ordered to pay costs of £2,052.60 
and a victim surcharge of £67. An¬ 
drew Newton, owner of Hayes Cafe, 
was fined £2,450, has to pay costs of 
£1,330.30 and a £35 victim surcharge. 

Cannabis plants 
found at house 

MORE than 160 cannabis plants 
were discovered by an electrical engi¬ 
neer carrying out a routine check at a 
Dudley house. Police seized cannabis 
found growing in two bedrooms and 
loft at a property in Richmond Road. 


Staff sacked for too many sick days 


SIXTEEN staff have been sacked by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil for taking too many sick days during the past 12 
months. 

New figures reveal sickness absence at the au¬ 
thority has risen to an average of two working 
weeks a year. 

Council bosses said it was a ‘last resort’ to sack se¬ 
rial non-attendees and was only done when all other 
options had failed. 

A total of 90,677.43 days were lost by workers 
taking sick days at the authority in 2014/15 - the 
equivalent of 248 years. This works out as an av¬ 
erage of 10.26 days per full-time equivalent (FTE) 
member of staff. 

Council bosses insisted they took action to reduce 


staff sickness levels and ‘a small number’ of workers 
had lost their jobs because of repeated absence. 

Last year in the UK, the average worker called in 
sick four times. 

The Dudley figures include both council and 
school staff. The council employs around 8,836 FTE 
workers. In the 2013/14 the sickness rate worked 
out as an average of 9.52 days per FTE member of 
staff 

Duty 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet member for cor¬ 
porate and customer services, said: “Our staff work 
very hard and frequently go above and beyond the 
call of duty to give the best possible service. 


“It is the mark of a good employer that we provide 
support for staff when they need it through sickness 
or other pressures which may impact on their work. 
“However, in a small number of cases, and as a last 
resort, we have had to end contracts where all other 
options have been explored and exhausted.” 

She added: “Dudley Council is dedicated to man¬ 
aging employee sickness through the implementa¬ 
tion of an attendance management policy. 

“The council is adopting a more comprehensive 
approach to managing attendance as part of a wider 
health, safety and wellbeing initiative, which is 
being introduced in conjunction with our colleagues 
from public health .We will continue to work to re¬ 
duce the level of sickness as much as possible.” 


Dozens of new homes on 
way at steelworks site 


A FORMER steelworks site in Brier- 
ley Hill could be regenerated for 
housing as plans to build dozens of 
homes have been revealed. 

The Cookley Works site in Brockmoor, 
where metal working took place for more 
than 150 years, has been dormant since 
its closure in 2006. 

Factories have since been demolished, leav¬ 
ing the vast site empty after decades when it 
formed a major part of the town’s industrial 
heritage 

Developer Harris Lamb has now signalled its 
intention to build 70 homes, transforming the 
area off Leys Road. 

The company said the scheme would bring 
‘many benefits’ to Brierley Hill with around a 
third of the new properties being designated as 
affordable housing. 

The development would feature two-storey 
properties as well as bungalows and maison¬ 
ettes, ranging from one to three bedrooms. 

A design and access statement submitted to 
Dudley Council said: “The development will 
enable the creation of a small, new community 
within Brierley Hill. 

“The affordable housing will offer the oppor¬ 
tunity for prospective tenants on the council’s 
waiting list to be housed in new, up-to-date, 
modern dwellings. 

Ownership 

“The affordable housing will bring the oppor¬ 
tunity for people to take their first steps on the 
housing ladder through shared ownership.” 

Nearly 40 jobs were lost when Cookley Works 
was axed by steel giant Corus. The plant, which 
had a long and proud history in the town, had 
been in a period of steady decline with its 
workforce having plummeted from the 1,500 
employed during its 1960s heyday. 

Dudley councillor Ken Finchwelcomed the 
plans to bring the historic site back into use, 
but admitted he would prefer more of the new 
homes to be affordable. 

He said: “These sites are obsolete and doing 
nothing, and as much as I would like to see 
more industry, they have got to be used. 

“Brownfield sites need to be used, people 
don’t want building on their little area of green 
belt. Everybody is aware of the need for hous¬ 
ing and I have got nothing against these devel¬ 
opments as long as there is affordable housing. 
There is only going to be a percentage and I 
still think there should be more.”

A MAN was lucky to escape with 
cuts and bruises when his car 
overturned after a collision with a 
van in Wordsley. 

The Ford KA flipped onto its 
roof in the crash, before coming to 
rest against a minibus. Wordsley 
High Street was closed outside 
The Rose and Crown pub at the 
junction of Kinver Street follow¬ 
ing the smash. 

Traffic jams were caused in 
the area following the crash, 


which happened at around 9am 
on Thursday, July 16. The man 
managed to scramble from the 
stricken car by the time firefight¬ 
ers from Brierley Hill arrived. 

He was treated at the scene for 
cuts and bruises but did not re¬ 
quire hospital treatment. 

Police blocked off the road for 
more than a hour to allow for the 
recovery of the car. 

Bus services also had to be di¬ 
verted as tailbacks built up. Na¬ 


tional Express advised customers 
through social media of changes to 
bus routes in the area. 

Crew commander Mark Harris, 
from Brierley Hill fire station, 
said: “The man had already got 
out of the car when we arrived 
and luckily suffered just cuts and 
bruises. The car had come to rest 
against a minibus. There was just 
the driver and one child on board 
but they were uninjured.” 

The cause is being investigated. 
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Former school now 
facing demolition 

A SECONDARY school, which closed 
despite a battle to save it by parents, 
is set to be demolished. 

Pensnett High School in Tiled 
House Lane shut its doors in August 
2010 due to falling pupil numbers and 
poor exam results. 

It is now set to be flattened to allow 
work on a new £1.6 million education 
centre for young people with learning 
difficulties. 

Dudley Council has applied for per¬ 
mission to demolish the building. 

The new centre will be run by Pens 
Meadow Special School.

A CAMPAIGNER whose son died of 
asbestos-related illness has raised 
£800 for charity by climbing the high¬ 
est mountain in Wales and holding a 
vintage sale. 

Mary Law, whose son Roy Shipley 
died in 2010, took on the challenge at 
Mount Snowdon to support Mesothe¬ 
lioma UK. 

She opened the Arc-Aid charity shop 
in New Street, Dudley, four years ago 
but moved to a bigger unit in New 
Street last month. 

And a vintage sale at The Crepe Sta¬ 
tion in Stone Street raised £183.

Oscar winner helped 



Watching a film about Stephen 
Hawking, Paul Whyley realised 
he had the same symptoms, 
ROB COX reports 


RELAXING in his cinema seat 
alongside his wife, Paul Whyley 
was enjoying Oscar nominated 
Stephen Hawking biopic The Theo¬ 
ry of Everything, when a slow reali¬ 
sation came upon him. 

For months the 62-year-old grandfa- 
ther-of-four, had been having difficulty 
controlling his fingers, had problems 
moving his arm and experienced a num¬ 
ber of trips and falls. 

Doctors had been unable to come up with a 
diagnosis, and he had passed it off as encroach¬ 
ing old age, but with mounting horror he real¬ 
ised that he was suffering the same symptoms 
as the character on screen. 

He says: “The first problem I had as with my 
shoulder. I got numb fingers and sometimes I 
would drop my keys and there, on screen I saw 
Eddie Redmayne with similar symptoms. He 
was unable to control his fingers. 

“In another scene they run through a list of 
all the symptoms associated with Motor Neu¬ 
rone Disease and I thought ‘bloody hell, I have 
got every single one of them’. 

“I had the dropped foot, although it was a 
bit dramatic in the film. He went keeling over 
with no control of anything but it doesn’t get 
you like that, it is little things like tripping at 
first. I know because I have experienced it. 

“There was the scene with the blackboard as 
well. He couldn’t lift his arm and I used to get 
pain when drilling at work.” 

Sitting in the dark at the Odeon cinema at 
Merry Hill shopping centre he pushed the re¬ 
alisation to the back of his mind - unable even 
to share his fears with his wife. 

But he sought advice and was told by a doc¬ 
tor that he needed a nerve conduction test to 
establish whether he had the disease. 

After an agonising six-week wait to see a 
neurologist, it was confirmed. There is no cure 


for Motor Neurone Disease (MND) and in 
Paul’s case his condition has rapidly declined. 

“It has been completely life-changing,” ad¬ 
mits Paul. “I am wheelchair-bound. My arms 
have virtually stopped working. My legs have 
gone. 

“I am like a newborn baby. I can’t do any¬ 
thing for myself.” 

“It has also put us under a lot of stress, on 
my wife particularly, probably more than me. 

Paul watched the film with his wife Jayne 
just four months ago, in March this year, but 
with hindsight believes the disease - that pro¬ 
gressively damages parts of the nervous sys¬ 
tem leading to muscle weakness - was having 
an impact as early as 2012. 

He had noticed a sore shoulder while carry¬ 
ing out his work as a blind fitter, which only 
got worse over time. 

He says: “You just think it is old age. When 


you trip you think that is why, but it is be¬ 
cause your feet drag. The muscle in your foot 
starts to get weak. 

“I was working in Hereford and went to 
cough and I couldn’t. I thought ‘that is odd’. 
I could breathe OK but my diaphragm had 
started to go.” 

Paul, from Hagley, had originally become 
convinced his sore shoulder was linked to can¬ 
cerous mole in the same place. 

Jayne said he became ‘transfixed’ on the 
belief that everything was connected with the 
mole, which he then had removed. 

But problems flared up again in February. 
While out on a job Paul felt his legs suddenly 
give way and he returned home still confused 
about his ill-health. 

It was soon after when Paul, Jayne 
and friends went to watch The Theory of 
Everything. Pauls admits it was not his first 


choice but Jayne was fond of lead actor Eddie 
Redmayne, who won an Oscar for his portrayal 
of the young Stephen Hawking. 

Since his diagnosis Paul’s illness has taken 
a different trajectory to Hawking’s, with his 
condition rapidly declining. 

The father-of-two had been a keen pilot, tak¬ 
ing to the skies up to twice a week from Half¬ 
penny Green Airport, near Wolverhampton. 

But the debilitating disease has now made 
even getting out of the house difficult. 

Jayne says: “I am a constant carer. Paul has 
to be taken to the toilet, showered and washed. 
I can’t just think ‘oh, I’ll pop to the shops’. 

“When I am at the shops I am constantly on 
the clock thinking ‘I need to get back, I need to 
get back’. It has changed everything.” 

Ventilator 

Paul has a ventilator to assist his breathing 
through the night and takes tablets to slow the 
progression of the disease. 

And his family and friends, including 
daughters Heather, 36 and Lauren, 34, and 
grandchildren, Isabella, eight, Rufus, three, 
Valentina, four, and William, six, are support¬ 
ing him. They have set up a crowdfunding 
page to raise money for a stairlift to be in¬ 
stalled at his home. 

A summer fete was also held at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Greenfield Primary School to raise 
money to help the family. 

Since Paul’s incredible story of self-diagno¬ 
sis came to light, his family have joked at the 
similarities in appearance between himself, 
Eddie Redmayne and Stephen Hawking. 

But can the world-famous physicist act as 
an inspiration to others with MND? Maybe for 
some, but Paul recognises that he is an excep¬ 
tional case. 

“Unfortunately not for me,” says Paul. “I 
might be saying the wrong thing but he is 
unique. 

“He has had the disease 50 years, defying 
all the odds, and is still alive now, with the 
disease still progressing. 

“But he is an inspirational scientist and his 
fame helps raise awareness of Motor Neurone 
Disease.”

SHARING a dance with 
Richard Attenborough was 
one of the perks of the job 
for Amy Shepherd, who 
rubbed shoulders with the 
stars during a 20-year stint 
at Dudley Hippodrome. 

Mrs Shepherd, one of the last re¬ 
maining links to the iconic venue, 
passed away earlier this month and 
her son Paul has shared some of 
her photographs and memorabilia 
from her time in the ticket office. 

Mrs Shepherd left school in 1940 
and after a couple of part-time jobs 
took up her role at the theatre in 
either 1941 or 1942. 

She worked in the box office 
selling tickets - in very different 
fashion to the modern online book¬ 
ing system - requiring an encyclo¬ 
paedic knowledge of the venue’s 
layout. 

“All the ticket books were dif¬ 
ferent colours for different parts 
of the theatre,” said Paul, aged 62. 

“You had to know every gang¬ 
way, every seat, and relate that to

the ticket books when people rang 
in.” 

According to Paul, his mother 
“saw them all” -with celebrities in¬ 
cluding Bob Hope, Julie Andrews, 
George Formby, Bruce Forsyth, 
Laurel and Hardy, and Morecambe 
and Wise all performing at the Hip¬ 
podrome during her time there. 

But experience stands out as a 
special memory. “She was lucky 
enough at one stage to dance with 
Richard Attenborough in the Sta¬ 
tion Hotel opposite, which is where 
all the stars stayed,” he said. 

Growing up in and around the 
venue at its peak was a thrilling 
experience for Paul and his brother 
Neil, 58. 

“We used to go and watch all of 
the pantomimes,” he said. “It was 
a magnificent place and one of the 
best lighted theatres in Europe.” 

Mrs Shepherd worked at the 
Hippodrome until it closed in 1965 


and both her two husbands were 
employed at the venue. Her first 
marriage was to Keith Langston, 
Paul’s father, who worked as a 
stage-hand at the venue and went 
on to be the stage manager at The 
Plaza in West Bromwich. He died 
in 1966. 

She went on to marry Ken Shep¬ 
herd, a former stage manager at 
the Hippodrome and moved to 
run the Victoria Hotel in Cradley 
Heath in 1971. 

She remained at the hotel until 
retiring in 1992, but Mr Shepherd 
passed away just nine months into 
her retirement. 

From 1993 onwards Mrs Shep¬ 
herd lived in a cottage in King- 
swinford and died on July 4 aged 
89 after a short illness. Her funeral 
service took place on Tuesday at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium. 

Mr Langston said he hoped the 
theatre’s future would be secured 
and that it would be restored to its 
former glory. 

“I know times move on but it 
used to be such a wonderful place,” 
he said.

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Help call to trace final 
branches of family tree 


A FORMER head boy from 
the Royal Wolverhampton 
School has appealed for 
help to track down the final 
branches of his family tree. 

Retired NHS manager Lewis 
Payne, aged 68, has been working 
on his family history since Sep¬ 
tember with his sons Giles and 
Stuart. 

While he has managed to assemble a 
thorough chronicle of the vast major¬ 
ity of his relatives, there are a handful 
who remain outstanding. 

One of those is his great-aunt Edith 
Richardson, who he believes died in 
Wolverhampton in the 1960s. 

A previous appeal in a Stoke-on- 
Trent newspaper helped Mr Payne 
find out details about two of his 
great-uncles - including Mrs Richard¬ 
son’s husband Arthur, a wood sawyer. 

He also managed to flesh out what 
he knew about his great-uncle Roland, 
a baker. 

Forward 

However, Mrs Richardson remains 
something of a mystery. 

Mr Payne has been unable to work 
out if she and Arthur had children and 
is asking readers who may have known 
Mrs Richardson to come forward. 

Mr Payne, of Norton, Stourbridge, 
said: “Of the 10 calls following the 
publication of that article in Stoke 
only one was about Arthur. 

“It was from an 89-year-old lady 
who said she thought her uncle and 
my great-uncle had been drinking 
partners. But trying to trace the re¬ 
cords of Edith Richardson has been 
really hard, not just for me but for a 
couple of genealogy experts. 

“The best we’ve got is that she died 
in Wolverhampton in June 1965. She 
is one of only three people in the whole 
tree we’re not absolutely sure about.” 

Mr Payne - who used to work in a

management role at both the Royal 
Hospital and New Cross - has put 
together a biography of each of the 
people featured in the family tree and 
after compiling such a painstaking re¬ 
cord he is desperate to complete it. 

“It would be nice to think the fam¬ 
ily could carry this forward into the 
future,” he said. “We started doing it 
based on information my mother and 


father had prepared in their lifetimes. 

“When you start doing something 
like this you either do it properly and 
thoroughly or don’t do it at all. 

“We’ve made very good progress and 
have found family members all around 
the world and they’ve all been extraor¬ 
dinarily helpful.”

2016 start for quarry work 


DEVELOPERS behind a plan 
to transform a disused quar¬ 
ry into a residential area hope 
to begin work on the site next 
year. 

FCC Environment is targeting 
early 2016 to start the major scheme, 
which would see the Edwin Richards 
Quarry at Rowley Regis filled in and 
281 homes built on its southern edge. 

The firm has been given permission 


by Sandwell Council to go ahead with 
the project but has said issues with un¬ 
derground gas need to be investigated 
before any work can begin. 

FCC has also confirmed that house¬ 
hold waste will not be used to fill in the 
quarry as had been planned. Soil and 
non-hazardous materials will instead 
go into the ground. The scheme could 
take up to 30 years to complete but it 
is hoped the homes could be completed 
during the next decade. 


Rowley Regis councillor Chris 
Tranter said he supported plans to de¬ 
velop the quarry, as the area needed 
affordable homes, but raised concerns 
about the impact of lorries travelling 
to the site. 

He added: “We did have our fears 
allayed somewhat at the latest public 
consultation but I have still got reser¬ 
vations. The amount of lorries coming 
to and from the site is going to have 
an effect.”

MANY young girls spent 
hours playing with My Little 
Pony figurines while growing 
up in the 1980s and 90s.

It includes ponies of 
every generation from the original ‘My 
Pretty Pony’ to the ‘Equestria Girls’ 
dolls of today. 

Collectors and fans will be particu¬ 
larly interested in the rare mail order 
ponies, prototypes and collectors’ edi¬ 
tions she has acquired. 


Miss Moodie continued: “The special 
ones I have are the ones from around 
the world. I’ve got ones from Argen¬ 
tina, Holland and Brazil, to name but 
a few. 

“I guess you would say the rarest is 
the pony in the egg - which was spe¬ 
cially released for Easter in Greece. It 
was selling for £1,000 at one point but 
I didn’t pay that much for it. 


“I keep a spreadsheet with the ones 
I have got and the ones that I still 
need. My favourite will always be my 
first green little pony - it was the one 
that started it all off.” 

The exhibition will run until Octo¬ 
ber 31 at Dudley Museum & Art Gal¬ 
lery, in St James’ Road. Admission is 
free. The museum is closed Sundays 
and Bank Holidays.

One in six police 
officers want to quit 

ONE in six police officers is planning to leave the service 
in the next two years, a survey indicates. 

Almost 16 per cent of respondents in the poll of more 
than 30,000 officers admitted they intend to depart their 
roles. Seven per cent questioned plan to leave the service 
within the next two years, while 8.6 per cent are already 
looking for a new career. 

The proportion was a slight increase on the same poll 
last year, when 14.6 per cent said they intend to leave. 

The Police Federation of England and Wales, which 
conducted the research, seized on its findings as evidence 
of the poor state of morale across the police force. 

Other findings from the poll include just under one in 
two intend to stay in the force until pension age; more 
than 95 per cent of those who are planning to leave cited 
‘how the police as a whole are treated’ as having an ef¬ 
fect on their decision, while a similar proportion said 
their morale was a factor. 

Overall 70.2 per cent of officers said morale was low, 
compared to 59.1 per cent in 2014, although nearly six in 
10 said they feel proud to be in the police.

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14 Road closed by 
crash gas leak 

A CAR that crashed into the front of a 
house caused a gas leak that saw an entire 
road closed off over safety concerns. 

Firefighters closed off New Street in 
Quarry Bank on July 11 after a domestic 
gas pipe was broken in the crash. 

Police have launched an investigation 
after the driver fled the scene in the vehicle. 

Fractured 

Brierly Hill crew commander David Owen 
of West Midlands Fire Service said: “The 
pipe had become dislodged and fractured. 

“We put a cordon around to stop anyone 
walking past with a cigarette or anything 
that would ignite. Fortunately the gas was 
displacing quite well and we remained on 
scene until the gas engineers arrived to stop 
the leak and fix the pipe.” 


Funding for children across 
West Midlands is cut bv £350m 


GOVERNMENT funding to support 
youngsters in the West Midlands has 
been cut by more than £350 million 
in the last five years. 

Services including child welfare, social 
care and children’s services have been re¬ 
duced by 56 per cent since 2010 with au¬ 
thorities across the Black Country among 
the hardest hit, according to research. 

The figures were revealed following an inves¬ 
tigation by The Children’s Society and the Na¬ 
tional Children’s Bureau (NCB). 


The four Black Country authorities all saw a 
58 per cent reduction in funding over the period. 

In Wolverhampton the figure dropped from 
£19.5m to £8.2m, while Walsall saw an over¬ 
all funding cut of £12.7m. Dudley’s funding 
dropped by £10.6m and in Sandwell it fell from 
£26.6m to £11.2m, a drop of £15.4m. In Stafford¬ 
shire funding was down from £38.7m to £18.7m. 

In the West Midlands funding for early help 
fell by £356m. This early intervention funding 
is used by councils to run children’s centres and 
offer services on teen pregnancy, drugs and al¬ 
cohol misuse. 


The report says that despite the efforts of 
many councils to cushion the blow by securing 
resources from elsewhere, spending on chil¬ 
dren’s centres and young people’s and family 
support services has still fallen by almost a 
quarter over five years, from £3bn in 2010-11 to 
£2.3bn in 2014-15. 

Anna Feuchtwang, chief executive of NCB, 
said: “It is positive that councils have done their 
best to protect services but there is no getting 
away from the fact that they have also had to 
make significant cuts which will impact on the 
lives of vulnerable children.” 


Jobs bounce in 
on trampolines 

AN indoor trampoline park will open in 
Stourbridge, creating 15 jobs, after plans 
were approved 

Proposals for the complex, earmarked 
for a unit on the Stourbridge Estate on 
Mill Race Lane have been given the go- 
ahead by Dudley Council. 

There will be connected trampolines, 
covering an area measuring 5,381 sq ft, as 
well as a foam pit area. There will also be 
a training trampoline complete with har¬ 
ness and a basketball slam dunk zone for 
youngsters too. 

The plans also include a viewing area 
and cafe bar. 

The centre would be open seven days a 
week under the proposals lodged by L & C 
Commercial Ltd.

2016 start date for 
work on quarry site 

DEVELOPERS behind a plan to transform a disused quar¬ 
ry into a residential area hope to begin work on the site 
next year.

Clearly creative look at 
heritage of glass industry 



The Red House Glass Cone and visitor centre in Wordsley, Stourbridge 


THE Red House Glass Cone 
is at the heart of the Stour¬ 
bridge’s glass making herit¬ 
age and has varied events on 
throughout the summer. 

On High Street, Wordsley, The 
Red House Glass Cone was built 
at the end of the 18th century and 
was used for the manufacture of 
glass until 1936. 

Reaching 100 feet, glass cones 
were once commonplace in the Stour¬ 
bridge area. Today, it is the only com¬ 
plete glass cone in the area and one of 
only four left in the UK. 

With the aid of film, audio guides, 
exhibits and live demonstrations, vis¬ 
itors can now explore the cone’s 200 
years of glass making history. 

Glass blowing demonstrations take 
place every day during the summer 
holidays, between 12 noon and 3pm. 

This weekend, July 25 and 26, the 
cone hosts a 1940s weekend with cos¬ 
tumed re-enactors, military Vehicles, 
war years sing-a-long, glass making 
demonstrations and open studios. The 
events will take place from 10am to 
4pm and admission is free. 

Sarah Jones, a lampwork glass art¬ 
ist, specialises in bespoke handmade 
glass beads. All of Sarah’s beads are 
hand crafted in her studio at the Red 
House Glass Cone, where you can 
watch her working. The studio is open 
Monday, Thursday, Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday from 10am to 4pm. 

Jane Ellis is a fused glass artist 
working from Studio 7. She has been 
working with glass for eight years. First 
starting with stained glass, she then 
moving to fusing or kiln formed glass. 


Jane’s work can be seen in her studio. 

Admission is also free at Broad- 
field House Glass Museum nearby in 
Compton Drive, Kingswinford, with an 
impressive collection of glass artefacts. 
It is open from noon to 4pm Tuesday to 
Sunday, with its Hot Glass Studio open 
from Wednesday to Sunday, noon to 
4pm. 

Today (Thursday) the glass museum 
is hosting a teddy bears picnic as part 
of an under-fives day. It will run from 
noon until 4pm and families can bring 


along their favourite picnic treats and 
blankets to enjoy lunch in the grounds 
of the glass museum.

Cape Town - so much to see, so 
little time, but so worthwhile 


FORTY-EIGHT hours in Cape 
Town - so much to do, so little 
time. But as a tag-on to a safari 
or the Garden Route, it’s worth¬ 
while. 

Food, wine, culture and cabs are ri¬ 
diculously cheap thanks to the strong 
pound against the rand. 

On my visit, I plan to take in the obvious 
highlights for first-time visitors. 

I start with a visit to the jewel in the geo¬ 
logical crown of this diverse metropolis, the 
majestic Table Mountain, a sandstone won¬ 
der of the world which looms large wher¬ 
ever you go in the city. 

The string of peaks known as the 12 
Apostles are a favourite with hikers, but I 
chose to join the queue for the Cableway 
cable car on a five-minute ride to the top 
(adult return 225 rand/around £12.50). A

revolving floor within the car ensures all 
budding photographers have a 360 degree 
birds’ eye view. 

You could spend a good few hours up here 
balancing your yin and yang. Young visitors 
sunbathe on the rocks, others seek out the 
flora, fauna and wildlife - I see lizards, but 
there are also guinea-pig-like creatures 
called rock rabbits, or dassies, and nearly 
1,500 species of fynbos, including proteas, 
ericas and reeds. 

After Table Mountain, I head for the lush 
vineyards of Constantia, around 20 minutes 
away, to test my palate with a wine-tasting 
session at Bistro Sixteen82 at Steenberg 
Farm, which produces some of the coun¬ 
try’s finest wine. 

To blow the cobwebs away after lunch, I 
head for Boulders Beach, home to colonies 


of African penguins nesting on the beach 
and waddling about on the rocks. You pay 
60 rand (£3.30) to get in, but have good van¬ 
tage points from the boardwalk. 

Further up the coastline of False Bay, I 
stop off for souvenirs at the quirky, bohe¬ 
mian seaside town of Kalk Bay. 

Sophisticated 

After a full day, I’m ready to try some of 
South Africa’s finest fare. Cape Town offers 
a wealth of sophisticated dining based on 
local produce. I try springbok and ostrich 
while I’m here, as well as abundant seafood, 
from freshly caught tuna and angel fish, to 
oysters and scallops. 

The next day, I venture to the spot I an¬ 
ticipate will be the highlight of my 48 hours 
- Robben Island. Catching the ferry from 
the Nelson Mandela Gateway at the fash¬ 
ionable V&A Waterfront, a symbol of Cape 


Town’s resurgence post-apartheid with its 
trendy restaurants, upmarket shopping 
malls, colonial-style buildings and working 
harbour, Robben Island and all it repre¬ 
sents could be a million miles away. 

It’s actually a half-hour boat ride to the 
island, a Unesco World Heritage Site, which 
had been used as a prison since the 17th 
century and also served as a leper colony 
and as a lunatic asylum. We’re taken on a 
bus around this desolate scrubland stopping 
at the limestone quarry where the prison¬ 
ers spent their days breaking rocks in the 
scorching sun. 

Back on the mainland, I experience the 
other extreme, namely fashionable Clifton, 
one of the wealthiest areas of Cape Town. 

Here, we stay at Cape View, which calls 
itself a luxury guesthouse but that’s a huge 
understatement. Checking my watch, I’ve 
done my 48 hours but I wish I had more . . .

hink of Agatha Christie and what 
immediately springs to mind? 
Probably fastidious Belgian 
detective Hercule Poirot and sharp-as- 
a-tack pensioner Miss Marple. 

In fact, there are maybe even some 
people who have never read any of 
her work that believe Christie’s output 
only features those two formidable 
characters. 

But how wrong they are. 

Christie wrote a variety of books 
and short stories that featured neither 
of them, as well as four novels and a 
collection of tales featuring the 
adventures of Tommy and Tuppence 
Beresford, a pair of married amateur 
detectives. 

The Beresfords first popped up in 
1922, and their adventures spanned 
the next 50 years - indeed their final 
story, Postern of Fate, was the last 
novel written by Christie. 

This take on their tales takes place 
solely in the 1950s and stars David 
Walliams and Jessica Raine as the 
daring duo. It also mixes espionage, 
drama and humour against the 
backdrop of the Cold War. 


The first run features two stories - 
The Secret Adversary and N or M? - 
and lasts six weeks. Christie’s books 
are relatively short and tend to be 
adapted into feature-length dramas, so 
it’s refreshing that here, viewers have 
something to really get their teeth into 
- as well as the potential for 
cliffhangers at the end of each episode. 

In fact, the whole project appears to 
have been put together with tender 
loving care. 

“David Walliams and Hilary Strong 
from the Agatha Christie Group came 
to discuss the fact that they wanted to 
reinvent Tommy and Tuppence,” says 
executive producer Hilary Bevan 
Jones. “David was particularly tickled 
by the idea of a married amateur 
detective duo and the image of them 
bickering over a dead body. 

“Christie has a wonderful sense of 
humour and I’m not sure how many 
people of this generation know that. 
We decided to think of it as Indiana 
Jones meets Agatha Christie.” 

Eyebrows may be raised at the 
thought of Walliams playing Tommy, 
but Zinnie Harris, who adapted their 


first case, The Secret Adversary, for 
the small screen, reckons he’s perfect. 

“David is a wonderful Tommy as I 
always thought he would be,” she 
reveals. “He is a great combination of 
brave, gung-ho and a bit left-footed 
which is quite a hard thing to pull off. I 
love what he has done with the 
character. 

“But more than that, David and I 
worked quite closely as the first script 
was being shaped and written so he 
brought masses to the whole series. 
He was a great collaborator as all 
those early decisions about tone and 
story were being made. In fact many 
of the best ideas were his!” 

Will we be seeing more of Tommy 
and Tuppence once this run is over? 
According to Walliams, that’s up to us. 

“We certainly hope there will be 
more Tommy and Tuppence 
adventures,” he remarks. “There are 
more books to adapt and it’s been a 
real pleasure filming these two stories. 
But ultimately, it’s what the public 
think. If the public enjoy it, then I am 
sure there will be more. It has been a 
brilliant adventure so far...”

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Princesses 
transported 
in econmical 
comfort to a 
magical land

In month two of driving the Lexus NX300h, 
Matt Joy puts it through its paces with a 
cross-channel trip to Disneyland Paris. 

We live in a world dominated by speed. How fast 
your broadband is, how quickly your food arrives at 
your table and perhaps worst of all; how fast your car 
is. Even as someone who should technically be a re¬ 
sponsible adult, I still get caught up in the big rush. 

The Lexus NX300h is, by conventional measures, quick 
enough for modern driving with a top speed of 112mph and 
0-62mph in 9.2 seconds, but in the last month, I’ve discov¬ 
ered one of its best qualities is how it makes me drive with 
calm restraint. 

This is in part due to the cabin. You climb slightly up 
into the driver’s seat, instantly giving you that command¬ 
ing driving position which is why you would buy one in the 
first place. But the NX goes a step further, with a dashboard 
stacked so it sits up high with you, as well as a clever nod to 
the exterior in its shape. 

Energy 

Even the displays give you a gentle nudge in the right 
direction, if you wish. With the car in Sport mode there’s a 
conventional rev counter illuminated in suitably racy red, but 
in Normal or Eco mode it instead indicates how efficiently 
you’re driving. You can also bring up the energy flow meter 
between the dials or on the large screen, showing when the 
NX is running on petrol, electric or a combination. Compet¬ 
itive moron that I am, keeping it in EV mode for as long as 
possible becomes a game whilst remaining a good way of 
keeping emissions and consumption low. 

Good consumption was on the priority list, however, for 
a family trek to Disneyland Paris. Normally I’d advocate a 
flight, but the NX had the right amount of room on board 
for two princesses (and me) and all the luggage that comes 
with that. There’s also an argument that eight hours on mo¬ 
torways and autoroutes is still less stressful than 30 seconds 
in a UK airport in June. 

And so it proved. Two four hour stints behind the wheel, 
even starting at 4.15am, were as easy as they could be on 
the driver thanks to the comfort on offer. 

Better still, the radar-guided cruise control fitted to this 
luxury-spec model proved its worth yet again. Sure, you 
need to adapt your driving style slightly to keep things 
smooth, but do so and you’re expending less effort than if 
you were taking full control yourself, and that pays off with 
less fatigue. 

The excellent stereo system kept us entertained too, al¬ 
though I have yet to work out how to cancel the navigation 
announcements altogether; turning them down is fine, but 
the audio still pauses for an announcement that isn’t there. 
My money is still on operator error, but if you will let Mickey 
Mouse behind the wheel...

STOURBRIDGE’S Sam Egg¬ 
ington added the British wel¬ 
terweight title to his Common¬ 
wealth crown with a dominant 
stoppage victory over Glenn 
Foot, writes Craig Birch.

All three judges went with Eggington and 
by some distance. 

He said: “I’m buzzing, it was meant to be my 
hardest opponent yet and I made it look easy. I 
thought I controlled the fight. 

“The belts I have won on the road have been 
great, but it’s all been in the run up to the British 
title. It means so much to me.” 

Foot’s intimidation tactics were still in place at 
the off, when he smacked his gloves against Egg- 
ington’s forearms as the two touched up. 

Tagging 

He flew out of the blocks, too, tagging Egging¬ 
ton with a big right hand in the first round which 
only succeeded to wake him up. 

Eggington bossed the second and kept him at 
range, although Foot fought back in round three 
as he lunged in with attacks. 

That ploy was soon worked out by Eggington, 
who tagged him with right hands as he waded for¬ 
ward, setting up the left hook to the body. 

Tempers flared at the end of the fifth as Egg¬ 
ington, this time, butted heads with Foot as they 
retreated to their corners. 

Then Foot came under fire in the sixth when he 
was trapped in the ropes with Eggington throw¬ 
ing hooks hell for leather, although he managed 
to duck down and escape. 

There was no getting away from the venom 
of an evil left hook body from Eggington in the 


seventh which left him hanging on for dear life, 
referee Steve Gray deducting a point for holding. 

Combination punches were flying in and land¬ 
ing at will in the eighth, where the blood flow got 
the attentions of the ringside doctor. 

Despite Foot’s protests, he was waved off. 
Knowing he was behind, he conceded defeat. The 
judges were almost in unison. 

Howard Foster had it 80-71, a landslide taking 
into account the point off. Phil Edwards said 80- 
72, probably for a drawn first, while Terry O’Con¬ 


nor almost certainly gave Foot the opener, 79-72. 
Eggington said: “It wasn’t an early stoppage, but 
I felt like almost every round was mine. I knew 
he’d come out swinging, trying to knock me out 
with that big right hand. 

“To be honest, he didn’t hit as hard as peo¬ 
ple told me he would. He caught me in the first 
round, but it didn’t shock or faze me. I just had 
to wake up. 

“He got stung by a body shot and that got the 
ball rolling.”

WOLVES goalkeeper Aaron McCarey 
has vowed to make the most of his “sec¬ 
ond chance” now he is once again free 
to play.

The ruling followed an FA investiga¬ 
tion following the failed test. 

Wolves head coach Kenny Jackett 
said: “Aaron has maintained all along 
that he has no idea how the drug entered 
his system. 

“Medical and scientific analysis, com¬ 
missioned by the Professional Football¬ 
ers’ Association on behalf of Aaron, and 
including a hair follicle test requested by 
the player himself, also showed that the 
trace amount was very small and backed 
up Aaron’s statement.”
